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THE NORMAN FAMILY OF ASHLEY CO. 


The NORMAN family has contributed much to the progress of Ashley county 
since the arrival of George William NORMAN (b 18 Dec 1827, Bibb Co GA, m 
1) Eliza Jane SHARP 11 Dec 1859 at Forsyth GA, 2) Jukia SHARP; d 7 Apa 1918 
Hamburg, Ashley Co AR, bur Hamburg Cem) in the year 1860 where he practiced 
haw for 68 years. He had an office with W. T. WOOLDRIDGE and Later his son 
George NORMAN joined the fium. He served Ashley, Chicot, and Drew counties 
dn the state senate and was a delegate to the "Reconstruction" Constitutional 
Convention of 1868. One interesting bill of note that he introduced and helped 
pass made it ikkegal to marry a first cousin. Ads a result, his daughter 
Many Eliza and her first cousin, John Tinskey NORMAN, had to go to Bastrop LA 
to be married. It was a cold January day, and they crossed Bayou Bartholomew 
easihy, as At was fn0zen. 


The younger George NORMAN (b 4 May 1869 at Hamburg AR, m Mattie WATSON 
17 Apa 1911 at Litthe Rock AR, d 21 Dee 1946 at Cnossett AR) was primarily a 
Legal counsel for the Cnrossett Company and its affiliates. He was a Pres- 
byterian, 


Dr. William Sheppard NORMAN (b 24 Sep 1851, Forsyth GA m Mary OLivia NORMAN, 

' f4rst cousin, 9 May 1875 at Normandy Hall, Union Co AR, d Hamburg 13 Mar 1934, 
bur Hamburg Cem) was the oldest son of George and Eliza NORMAN, He practiced 
medicine in Hamburg for 60 years and was president of the Ashley County Medi- 
cal Society and surgeon for the Mississippi River, Hamburg and Western Rail- 
—Aoad., He was a member of the Knights of Pythias and Hamburg Presbyterian Church. 


Gus Hampton NORMAN (b & Feb 1881 at Hamburg AR, m Mildred BARRELLE 21 Mar 
1906 at Crossett, d 30 Aug 1943 Crossett, bur Lakewood Cem, Crossett) was the 
Son of Wikliam and Mary NORMAN. He began work for the Crossett Lumber Com- 
pany 4n 1902 as a chkerk and worked up to Cashier of the Bank of Crossett in 
1906, He remained in that capacity until his death. He was treasurer of the 
City of Crossett, a charter member of Prairie Country Club, Crossett Rotary 
Club, and a member of the Hamburg Presbyterian Church. 


Gus' son, William Ckarence NORMAN (b 1 Jan 1907 Cnrossett AR, m Mary Tom 
MONTGOMERY 18 Aug 1933 Camden AR, d 21 Apr 1982 Monroe LA, bur Pine wood Cem 
near Crossett) followed his father into the Bank of Crossett, where he worked 
from 1928 until 1938, when he became assistant to the general manager of the 
Crossett Company. Later he served as general manager of the company, and when 
dt was sold in 1962 to Georgia Pacific Corporation, they retained him as a 
vice president. . Other offices he held were president of Ashley, Drew and 
Northern Raikway, president of Tri-State Mill Supply, Crossett Schoo Board 
for 29 years, president of Bank of Crossett and chairman of the board. He 
was a trustee and member of First United Methodist Church of Crossett.

John Tinskey NORMAN (b 8 Feb 1859 in. Tallapoosa Co AL, m Mary ELiza NORMAN 
3 Jan 1883 in Bastrop, Morehouse Par LA, d 27 Jan 1853 Lake Village, Chicot Co 
AR) was the son of Oliver Prince NORMAN and Mary TINSLEY. His mother died at 
his binth, and he spent much of his childhood with his grandparents, the 
Wxkliam Sheppard NORMANS of Normandy Hall in New London, Union Co AR. He moved 
to Hamburg in 1868, at which time W. F. McCOMBS hined him as a clerk in his 
stone. He worked there until he opened his own mercantile business in 1891, 
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THE NORMANS, continued 
which he operated f0r 62 years on the courthouse square in Hamburg. John's 
son, OLiver Prince NORMAN and his wife Dora (ROBERTS) worked in the stone. 
John T. was a member of the schook board and a Presbyterian. 


The John NORMANS Lived in the house built by her father on Cherry Street. 
When the house was sokd and the accumulation of man years were hauled to the 
dump, two Ledgers were saved and have since been donated to the Ashkey County 
Historical Society. They may be seen at the Watson House, which is operated 
by the Society. 


The first Ledger begins in October 1860 and contains many early Ashley 
county settlers. It is not known to whom the Ledger bekonged, but it ib very 
neat and correct with beautiful penmanship. 


The second Ledger details the establishing of the John T. Norman Mercantile 
and its day to day operation. Besides the customer accounts, the whokesake 
houses of the earky 1890's ane Listed. 


Both Ledgers have been abstracted by Patsy White and Mekba Thomas for Ashkey 
County Genealogical Society. The above Norman information was submitted by 
William C. "Bike" Norman, Jn. of Crossett, also a member of ACGS. Additional

The most disastrous steamboat explosion that has occurred on the Ouachita 
River for many years resulted in the destruction of the beautiful Corona 
and the loss of about 35 lives on Thursday last. The boat was on her way 
up with a good cargo of freight and passengers, and was about 16 miles 
below Bayou Sara, on the Mississippi River, when one of her boilers ex- 
ploded, driving the bottom out and tearing the cabin to splinters. Capt. 
J. W. BLANKS, who was seated in the barbers' chair at the time, was blown 
through the roof of the cabin and his body has not yet been discovered. 
Among others who were killed, the following members of the crew are known 
to many of our readers: J. V. JORDAN, Chas. CELLOS and Swimford HANNA, 
clerks; Fred DUNKEL, bar-keeper; Fred OBERMAN, assistant bar-keeper; 
Pat RYAN, steward; Tom SHOOK, second engineer, Billy YOUNG, 2nd mate; 
quite a number of rousters and deck hands. Among the passengers lost 
were Mrs. Thos. HOUGH, a sister of Capt. BLANKS; Mr. J. D. SCOTT of 
Smithland; Mr. DAVIS, a Texas stockman; Dr. ATWELL, a corn doctor; Mrs. 
KAUFMAN's eldest child and nurse; Mrs. NELSON, Red River Landing, and 
others, names not known. Immediately after the explosion the boat sank 
in deep water, and Capt. SWEENEY and many others were saved by clinging to 
the floating timbers until rescued by the steamer City of St. Louis, 
which was in sight coming down when the accident occurred. The Coroma 
has just been repaired and was out on her first trip of the season, valued 
at $20,000 and was the finest boat in the Ouachita trade.
